But Puel knows only too 
well about their attacking 
prowess after his side were 
thumped 4-1 at home by 
Tottenham in December. 

Dele Alii scored twice that 
day and Son Heung-min was 
also on target along with 
Kane. 

Kane also missed a penalty 
as Spurs hit back from 
conceding early on to a Virgil 
Van Dijk header. 

Puel said: “Of course 
Kane is an important player 
for them, but they have 
other solutions, with Son, 
Alii, (Vincent) Janssen, 
(Christian) Eriksen. 

“They have many offensive 
players of quality so they can

do without him. 

“It’s a good game, a good 
challenge for us. A difficult 
game, but we like this game, 
the possibility to see if we 
have made progress since the 
beginning of the season - and 
since the winter when we lost 
at home to them. 

“They were superior then 
and now it’s interesting to 
see our progress.” 

Puel has his own in-form 
striker to give Tottenham 
something to worry about 
in the shape of Manolo 
Gabbiadini. 

The Italian has scored 
six times in his first four 
Saints appearances since his 
£14million move from Napoli 
in January. 

But Puel says there is more 
to Gabbiadini than goals 
and saluted his all-round 
contribution since his 
arrival on the south coast. 

“The profile of Manolo was 
interesting for us because 
he’s a clinical player,” he 
said.

THIS weekend sees Saints play 
their final ever game at Totten¬ 
ham’s famous White Hart Lane 
stadium. 

Next season, they will be visit¬ 
ing Wembley to face Spurs while 
the finishing touches are put on 
the latter’s sparkling new 61,000 
seater venue. 

With less than 1,000 seats more 
than arch rivals Arsenal’s Emir¬ 
ates Stadium, Tottenham’s new 
ground will be the biggest club 
ground in London. 

Tottenham aren’t moving far - 
the new ground is being built lit¬ 
erally a stone’s throw from White 
Hart Lane, the stadium the club 
have called home since 1899. 

The cost of the new stadium has 
been estimated at around £700m - 
compare that to the £32m it cost 
Saints to build St Mary’s in 2001. 

Tottenham are aiming to finan¬ 
cially benefit from a deal which 
will see two NFL American Foot¬ 
ball matches played at their new 
ground for a decade. 

That will give the club a chance 
of boosting their share of a poten¬ 
tially lucrative Stateside market. 

Down the years, Saints have 
been involved in some great 
matches at White Hart Lane, and 
here the Sports Pink looks back at 
just a few of them. 

Spurs 0 Saints 1 
April 2 1949 

Though their new ground’s ca¬ 
pacity will be 61,000, Tottenham 
once attracted much bigger at¬ 
tendances than they will from 
2018/19 onwards. 

Huge crowds at White Hart 
Lane were common in the imme¬ 
diate post-war period. 

On this occasion, a massive at¬ 
tendance of 69,265 packed in to 
watch Second Division leaders 
Saints take on their fourth-placed 
hosts. 

An 82nd minute winner from 
Charlie Wayman silenced most of 
those fans and allowed Saints to 
claim a crucial success. 

With 35 games played, they now 
led the table by eight points. 

The club’s first ever taste of 
First Division football was surely 
on the horizon. 

Sadly, it wouldn’t happen. 

The club won just one of their 
last seven matches and ended 
third, an agonising two points be¬ 
hind champions Fulham. 

Spurs 4 Saints 0 
Feb 25 1950 

Remarkably, this Second Divi¬ 
sion game attracted an ever big¬ 



ger attendance than the previous It established a new record 
season’s encounter - 70,302. crowd for a second tier fixture, 


a record which still stands. And, 
unless Manchester United get rel¬ 
egated, it is a record which will 
surely stand for ever. 

Tottenham were top of the table 
- indeed, they would go on to win 
the title - while Saints were also 
flying high in sixth place. 

Saints, though, had no answer 
to Arthur Rowe’s table-toppers - 
who had won 22 of their first 29 
games - and were thumped 4-0. 

Among the goals was Len 
Duquemin, who hailed from 
Guernsey and was the first fa¬ 
mous Channel Islander to play in 
the Football League. 

The following season, Spurs 
won the First Division title at the 
first attempt - the club’s first ever 
top flight crown. They have only 
ever won it once since, in their 
1960/61 double-winning cam-

paign. 

Between 1946 and 1957 Duquemin 
made 307 appearances for Tottenham 
Hotspur and scored 134 goals. 

Saints finished the campaign 
fourth, though level on points with 
runners-up Sheffield Wednesday. Tot¬ 
tenham, though, were nine points 
ahead everyone else - and in the days 
of only two points for a win. 

Spurs 5 Saints 3 
Nov 26 1966 

Saints’ first ever top flight visit to 
White Hart provided a feast of enter¬ 
tainment and goals. 

Ron Davies entered the game hav¬ 
ing netted in 13 of Saints’ first 17 First 
Division fixtures. 

The Welsh international needed 
just three minutes to extend that re¬ 
cord to 14 in 18. 

Alan Mullery levelled before Cliff 
Jones put Tottenham 3-1 up. 

It was 4-1 at half-time, Dave Mackay 
on target, before Davies struck for a 
second time three minutes into the 
second half. 

Jimmy Greaves converted a pen¬ 
alty - one of 25 top flight goals he net¬ 
ted that season - before Terry Paine 
rounded off the scoring. 

Spurs 6 Saints 1 
April 6 1968 

There was a familiar face in the 
Spurs line-up for this match. 

Striker Martin Chivers had been 
signed from Saints only three months 
earlier for £125,000 - a record for Tot¬ 
tenham at the time. 

He was now up front with England 
legend Jimmy Greaves, and Saints 
felt the full force of that potent part¬ 
nership. 

It was only 1-0 at half-time - Cliff 
Jones on target. 

Alan Mullery doubled the advan¬ 
tage before Chivers and Greaves 
made it 4-0. 

Denis Hollywood put through his 
own goal before Greaves converted 
a penalty for the second season run¬ 


ning. 

Saints had the final say - also for the 
second season running - when Ron 
Davies struck a late consolation. 

Spurs 0 Saints 1 
lanuary 31 1970 

Ted Bates’ Saints had only won 
three league games out of 27 when 
they racked up at White Hart Lane. 

Only one of them had come in 12 
away games. 

But Ron Davies struck the only goal 
just after the hour mark for a Saints 
side who had started the game fourth 
bottom. 

That was the position Saints fin¬ 
ished the season in, at a time when 
only the bottom two went down. 

Spurs 1 Saints 3 
lanuary 16 1971 

Only three minutes had elapsed 
when ex-Saint Martin Chivers fired 
the third placed hosts ahead. 

But eighth-placed Saints were en¬ 
joying one of their best ever top flight 
campaigns and led 2-1 at half-time 
through a double from Chivers’ for¬ 
mer Dell strike partner Mick Chan- 
non. 

Hughie Fisher started all 42 games 
for Saints this season, but the Scot¬ 
tish midfielder scored only one goal 
- it came in the second half of this 
game and sealed Saints’ success. 

Spurs 1 Saints 2 
April 7 1973 

Crowds weren’t so high at White 
Hart Lane these days - only 23,693 
present to see another Mick Channon 
brace give Saints another win. 

Saints had to come from behind 
again on this occasion, after Martin 
Peters had given the hosts a sixth 
minute lead. 

And they left it late, too, with Chan¬ 
non levelling in the 79th minute be¬ 
fore bursting clear to net the winner 
four minutes later.

“But it’s not just his goals, 
it’s a good player because it’s 
easy to play with him.

Mauricio Pochettino admits 
stern words have been 
needed to convince Vincent 
Janssen he can be a success 
at Tottenham. 

Striker Janssen is back 
in the spotlight with Harry 
Kane nursing an ankle 
injury, but the Dutchman 
faces a fight to rescue a 
miserable debut season at 
White Hart Lane. 

His goal against Millwall 
last weekend was Janssen’s 
first from open play since 
joining for £17.5million from 
AZ Alkmaar eight months 
ago and he failed to take 
his chance when Kane was 
out for seven weeks in the 
autumn. 

Ten appearances in that 
period yielded only three 
goals for Janssen - all 
from the penalty spot - as 
Tottenham went five games 
without scoring from open 
play and six without a 
victory. 

They can ill-afford a

Son Heung-min, fresh 
from his hat-trick against 
Millwall, is more likely to 
start up front against Saints 
on Sunday and Pochettino 
accepts Janssen has endured 
a difficult opening season. 

“It’s true that in some 
period of the season his form 
was down,” Pochettino said. 

“He needed a wake-up 
[call] to be reminded that the 
possibility of playing could 
arrive. 

“He is very young. He came 
from Holland. I’m happy 
with him and all the players, 
but I understand they are not 
happy with some situations.

Spurs 4 Saints 4 
Dec 26, 1980 

The previous three league 
games between these two clubs 
a White Hart Lane had all ended 
goalless. 

There was no shortage of enter¬ 
tainment this time, though, with 
Lawrie McMenemy’s side twice 
coming from two goals down to 
draw. 

Saints were 2-0 down inside 20 
minutes to goals from Steve Ar¬ 
chibald and Garry Brooke. 

Impressively, Saints were lev¬ 
el on 36 minutes after strikes 
from Graham Baker and Charlie 
George. 

Brooke restored Spurs’ lead in 
the second half and it seemed 
game over when Gareth Crooks 
made it 4-2 on 70 minutes. 

But 60 seconds later Steve Mo¬ 
ran pounced to give Saints anoth¬ 
er lifeline, and the same player 
levelled three minutes from time. 

Spurs 3 Saints 2 
March 20 1982 

Southampton-born centre half 
Graham Roberts stole the show 
with an extraordinary hat-trick. 

Roberts scored twice in three 
minutes in the first half and com¬ 
pleted his treble six minutes into 
the second half. 

Graham Baker pulled one back 
for Saints and David Armstrong 
set up a nervous finale for the 
hosts with six minutes left. 

Spurs 6 Saints 0 
September 8 1982 

Peter Shilton shipped six goals 
on only his fourth league ap¬ 
pearance for Saints as they club 
slipped to their heaviest league 
defeat for eight years. 

Spurs were 2-0 up after 23 min¬ 
utes thanks to Tony Galvin and 
Ricky Villa. 

Steve Perryman, Garth Crooks 
and Garry Brooke (penalty) made 
it 5-0 before Perryman missed an¬ 
other spot-kick. 

Galvin piled on the agony for 
Saints with a late sixth. 

Spurs 5 Saints 1 
March 23 1985 

Jimmy Case made a losing de¬ 
but for Saints as his new club suf¬ 
fered another heavy loss at White 
Hart Lane. 

Yet it was still 1-1 on 66 minutes 
after Danny Wallace had can¬ 
celled out Ossie Ardiles’ first half 
opener. 

Glenn Hoddle’s goal opened the 
floodgates, though, and further 
efforts followed from Mark Falco, 
Garth Crooks and Garry Brooke. 

Spurs 5 Saints 3 


May 5 1986 

Two days after crashing 6-1 at 
Everton, Saints endured more 
White Hart Lane defensive mis¬ 
ery. 

With Peter Shilton injured, 
Keith Granger had made his de¬ 
but a Goodison Park. 

It had not been one to remember 
and his second appearance - and 


his last, as it turned out - wasn’t 
much better either. 

Chris Waddle opened the scor¬ 
ing but Danny Wallace levelled, 
as he had done the previous sea¬ 
son. 

Tony Galvin quickly made it 3-1 
before Gary Mabbutt’s own goal 
kept Saints in contention. 

Galvin completed his hat-trick, 
yet still Saints refused to give up 


with Craig Maskell making it 4-3. 
Clive Allen had the final say. 

Spurs 2 Saints 1 
September i2 1987

April 9 1991 

Gary Lineker scored both goals 
in the first half - yet was denied 
a hat-trick in the second period 
when Tim Flowers saved his pen¬ 


alty. 

Spurs 1 Saints 2 
lanuary 18 1992 

Having only won one of their 
previous ten league games, Ian 
Branfoot’s strugglers produced a 
shock win. Micky Adams and Iain 
Dowie netted before Gary Mab- 
butt replied late on. 


Saints finished the last ever 
First Division campaign in 16th 
place. Tottenham were just one 
place better off and Chelsea only 
one place above Spurs. 

Spurs 4 Saints 2 
February 7 1993 

A remarkable first Premier 
League visit to White Hart Lane. 

Leading 1-0 going into the 54th 
minute - thanks to Iain Dowie’s 
first half goal - Saints were 4-1 
down after 58 minutes. 

Teddy Sheringham scored twice 
with Darren Anderton and Nick 
Barmby also netting as Saints fell 
apart. 

Francis Benali was then sent 
off but Saints scored the only goal 
of the final half hour, through de¬ 
fender Richard Hall. 

Spurs 1 Saints 2 
September 12 1994 

Trailing 1-0 to a Jurgen Klins¬ 
mann goal, Saints were awarded 
a penalty on 75 minutes when Sol 
Campbell was sent off for a foul. 

Matt Le Tissier promptly lev¬ 
elled, setting the the scene for 
himself to grab an 89th minute 
winner. 

Spurs 3 Saints 1 
December 26 1996 

Steffan Iversen scored inside 
the first minute, and added anoth¬ 
er on the half hour mark. Matt Le 
Tissier reduced the arrears but 
Allan Nielsen had the final say. 

Spurs 7 Saints 2 
March 11 2001 

And Saints led twice in the first 
half! 

Jo Tessem and the debut-mak¬ 
ing Tahar El Khalej were Saints’ 
scorers, either side of a Dean 
Richards own goal. 

Darren Anderton levelled on 38 
minutes and two minutes later 
Chris Armstrong put Spurs ahead 
for the first time. 

Steffan Iversen made it 4-2 just 
before half-time and Glenn Hod- 
dle’s return to White Hart Lane 
was fast becoming a nightmare. 

The agony continued in the sec¬ 
ond half as Armstrong netted his 
second before Iversen completed 
a hat-trick. 

Spurs 2 Saints 1 
September 8 2002 

More White Hart Lane misery 
for Saints as Spurs win with a 
90th minute Teddy Sheringham 
penalty. The spot-kick had been 
awarded for handball against 
Michael Svensson, who was also 
sent off. 

Les Ferdinand had put Spurs 
ahead with Mauricio Tarcicco 
providing an own goal leveller.

Tottenham are not alone in 
their reliance on one player 
- Kane - for the vast majority 
of their goals, given the 
likes of Diego Costa, Alexis 
Sanchez, Zlatan Ibrahimovic 
and Sergio Aguero are all 
similarly dominant at their 
clubs. 

None of the Premier 
League’s top six have more 
than one striker in double 
figures this season, with 
Arsenal’s Olivier Giroud, 
along with Sanchez, the 
closest on eight. 

“It’s easy to say we need 
better players on the bench 
behind Harry Kane,” 
Pochettino said. 

“But it’s complicated for 
offensive players who are 
behind Diego Costa, Harry 
Kane, Alexis Sanchez or 
Ibrahimovic at big teams. 

“Players are training hard 
every day to try and find 
their best form, but every 
weekend they do not find too 
much possibility to play. 

“Always we say they need 
to be professional, but they 
are only human and it is very

tough to come in every day, 
it’s very complicated.” 

Tottenham have no such 
problems at the other end of 
the pitch where Michel Vorm 
provides strong back-up 
for first-choice goalkeeper 
Hugo Lloris, who once played 
under Saints boss Claude 
Puel at Lyon. 

Vorm has started all of 
Spurs’ games in the FA Cup, 
however, and Pochettino 
suggested he will keep faith 
with the Dutch stopper for 
next month’s crunch semi¬ 
final against Chelsea. 

“Hugo has been playing 
in the Premier League and 
European competitions, and 
when you have a player like 
Michel Vorm, who is capable 
of playing at any club, he 
deserves to play in the semi¬ 
final - why not?”

James Beattie scored 
twice in the first half and 
Kevin Phillips made it 3-0 
on the hour mark. 

Spurs could only manage 
a Frederic Kanoute 
consolation. 

Spurs 5 Saints 1 
December i8 2004 

In his second game in 
charge of Saints. Harry 
Redknapp suffered a 
crushing loss at White 
Hart Lane. 

Jermain Defoe - the 
striker he brought 
through at West Ham - hit 
a hat-trick with Frederic 
Kanoute and Robbie Keane 
also scoring. 

Peter Crouch - like Defoe, 
later to sign for Spurs 
when Redknapp was in 
charge - grabbed Saints’ 
consolation on a day where 
Jason Dodd appeared in a 
competitive Saints game 
for the last time. 

Spurs 3 Saints 2 
March 23 2014 

Mauricio Pochettino was 
already being linked with 
a potential move to White 
Hart Lane by the time this 
game took place. 

Jay Rodriguez and Adam 
Lallana, two players who 
had made their England 
debuts earlier in the 
season, put the visitors in 
control after 28 minutes. 

But Christian Eriksen 
sparked a Spurs comeback 
on 31 minutes and levelled 
shortly into the second 
half.

It was Sherwood’s second 
win over Poch in four 
months - Spurs having also 
won 3-2 at St Mary’s before 
Christmas.

Spurs 1 Saints 2 
May 8 2016 

This game came at a good 
time for Saints with Spurs’ 
title dream having died a 
few days earlier. 

Though Heung-Min Son 
fired the hosts into an 
early lead, Saints hit back 
to win with a Steven Davis 
double. 


SAINTS still harbour ambitions 
of playing European football next 
season. 

Despite starting this weekend’s 
Premier League round in 10th 
place, and some way off a poten¬ 
tial Europa League berth, there is 
still belief that Saints can make 
a late break for continental com¬ 
petition positions with 12 games 
left. 

“Anything is possible,” said 
James Ward-Prowse. 

“We’ve seen that the last few 
years, we can’t look too far ahead 
or too far behind. 

“We have to just focus on each 
game as it comes. 

“We’ve just got to make sure 
we’re ready for the fight and give 
us the best chance to succeed.” 

Saints have played Europa 
League football in consecutive 
campaigns, but it looks increas¬ 
ingly unlikely they’ll make it 
three in a row. 

This term they narrowly missed 
out of qualification from the 
group stages in excruciating fash¬ 
ion and did something similar in 
2015/16, but in the play-off round. 


Ward-Prowse stated that Saints 
are set-up as a club to give it an¬ 
other go. 

“That’s the ambition of the 
players,” he said. 

“We’ve got the players and the 
squad and the manager to play 
European football. 

“We all want to get back to that 
stage and we won’t give up until 
the final whistle of the season to 
give ourselves the best chance of 
being the in Europa League draw 
again.” 

The 22-year-old midfielder hopes 
to continue to be at the heart of 
Saints’ resurgence, which has 


seen them record back-to-back 
Premier League triumphs after a 
difficult start to 2017. 

The academy graduate, who is 
celebrating a first call-up to the 
England senior team, has been a 
key part in Claude Puel’s side of 
late. 

Ward-Prowse, who has previ¬ 
ously struggled to nail down a 
starting role, has been playing in 
the attacking three just behind 
Manolo Gabbiadini in the rein¬ 


stated 4-2-3-1 and he admits he’s 
growing in confidence the more 
he plays.

Historic night for 
Howe's Cherries

CHERRIES racked up two notable 
achievements by beating Swansea 
City 2-0 at Vitality Stadium on Satur¬ 
day evening. 

Following their 3-0 victory at Lib¬ 
erty Stadium on New Year’s Eve, Ed¬ 
die Howe’s side’s win represented the 
first top-flight ‘double’ in the club’s 
history 

This win also marked Cherries’ 
first back-to back league victories 
for more than a year - indeed, Swan¬ 
sea were the victims when Howe’s 
men recorded a third success on the 
bounce on March 12 last year. 

Most relevant at all, Cherries climb 
to 12th in the Premier League, a 
healthy nine points clear of the bot¬ 
tom three. 

The home team benefited from a 
slice of luck when Benik Afobe’s 31st- 
minute strike deflected decisively off 
the luckless Alfie Mawson to hand 
Cherries a 31st-minute advantage - 
the goal eventually being credited to 
the unfortunate defender. 

There was no disputing the scorer, 
though, when Afobe finished assur¬ 
edly beyond Lukas Fabianski with 
18 minutes to play to seal a priceless 
victory. 

Cherries assumed a real measure 
of control over their opponents from 
the outset - and of chief concern for 
the possession-hungry Swans would 
have been the hosts’ dominance of 
the ball. 

Joshua King drilled over inside 
three minutes after one sustained 
bout of home pressure, while a de¬ 
licious subsequent move involving 
Adam Smith, Ryan Fraser and Dan 
Gosling, bursting forward from mid- 
field, was indicative of the shot in 
the arm the team’s confidence had re¬ 
ceived from their success over West 
Ham seven days earlier. 

That particular move ended with 
Gylfi Sigurdsson wearing Gosling’s 
fierce cross flush in the face. 

The Icelander, however, quickly re¬ 
covered to send in a right-wing free- 
kick that would have ended with the 
wind taken from Cherries’ sails had 
Mawson kept his glancing header in¬ 
side the far post, rather than direct it 
an inch wide. 

The early order of service was 
quickly resumed. 

Fraser collected King’s pass and 
shrugged off Tom Carroll, only to 
drag his shot off target. 

When Fraser next found himself 
in enemy territory the Scot fizzed 
in a devilish, precise cross, locating 
Afobe, astutely positioned between 
Leroy Fer and Federico Fernandez, 
but wide with his diving header. 

Between those two presentable 
opportunities for the home team, 
though, had come a sobering remind¬ 
er of the threat posed by this Swan¬ 
sea outfit. 


The approach was all rather rudi¬ 
mentary, Fer arrowing a long throw 
into the box. 

Fernando Llorente applied the 
flick, which found Sigurdsson in 
space. The former Tottenham play¬ 
er’s normally immaculate technique 
failed him, however, Sigurdsson bal¬ 
looning his volleyed effort high into 
the early evening sky. 

He wasted no time rediscovering 
his radar. Smith conceded a cheap 
free-kick for tapping at Stephen King¬ 
sley’s ankles, leaving Sigurdsson to 
whip in a spiteful set-piece that King 
glanced narrowly wide of his own 
goal. 

If he meant it, the Norwegian’s 
judgement was spot on. 

Cherries’ initial composure had, 
momentarily, given way to something 
more edgy altogether. 

The resultant corner saw Swan¬ 
sea’s vociferous penalty claims go 
unheeded by referee Mike Dean, the 
Wirral official - correctly - deciding 
Marc Pugh could have done nothing 
to avoid handling Carroll’s blistering 


shot at close range. 

And, minutes later, all was right in 
Cherries’ world again. 

King, his back to goal, got a toe in 
ahead of the flat footed Fernandez to 
nudge the ball to Pugh. 

He promptly fed the ball forward 
for Afobe, taking Fernandez out of 
proceedings in the process. 

From there, the striker took 
charge, making the ball his own, 
despite King’s interest in resuming 
his involvement, and letting go with 
a low shot that deflected heavily off 
Mawson to leave Lukas Fabianski to¬ 
tally wrong-footed and unable to stop 
the ball from ending up in the back 
of his net. 

Boruc then sent home hearts aflut¬ 
ter when he needed two goes to grab 
Kingsley’s deep cross - his initial ef¬ 
fort at gathering hindered by Steve 
Cook’s presence under the ‘keeper’s 
feet. 

Cherries’ number one was soon at¬ 
tracting the television cameras’ gaze 
for all the right reasons. 

Sigurdsson, ominously hitting 


his straps, unleashed a dipping 25- 
yard effort that might just have been 
bound to travel a fraction outside of 
Boruc’s right-hand post. 

The Pole couldn’t take that chance, 
however, and dived full-length to tip 
behind. 

Boruc’s compatriot Fabianski then 
easily fielded Smith’s strike from a 
25-yard free-kick to prevent Cherries 
from taking a two-goal advantage 
into the break. 

Swansea’s football directly after 
the interval was purposeful and rea¬ 
sonably progressive. 

Nevertheless, Paul Clement’s team 
couldn’t find the rhythm that is the 
hallmark of their best work. Con¬ 
sequently, there was no immediate 
sense of Cherries’ slim lead being 
under threat. 

Indeed, Fabianski needed to spring 
low to his right to tip behind Gos¬ 
ling’s strike from distance to prevent 
the visitors from sustaining further 
damage on 53 minutes. 

The away number one was diving 
to his opposite side moments later 
to snaffle a Fraser effort, Fabianski 
digging himself out of a hole, given it 
was his woeful pass that had handed 
Fraser his shooting opportunity. 

Fraser was snapping into tackles 
and Cherries support was finding its 
voice. 

Surman’s trip on Carroll, however, 
caused an eerie silence to descend 
over Vitality Stadium. 

The infringement occurred on the 
fringe of the box and no team relish¬ 
es the sight of Sigurdsson sizing up 
his options against them from that 
range. 

The Swansea player drilling his 
effort into Cherries’ five-man wall, 
then, was greeted by a palpable wave 
of relief among those home fans. 

That sighter, though, encouraged 
the visitors to throw off their shack¬ 
les. 

Afobe, still in his own penalty box 
following a Swans’ corner, did bril¬ 
liantly to hack clear with Mawson 
ready to pounce on Llorente’s knock¬ 
down. 

Then Cook was magnificent in 
stopping substitute Luciano Nars- 
ingh from getting a shot away in the 
box, before scrambling to his feet to 
apply a block on the follow up strike 
from Narsingh’s fellow replacement 
Wayne Routledge. 

Cook’s stirring feats meant that 
when Afobe returned to his day job in 
telling fashion, the striker effectively 
killed the game. 

Gosling started things, snapping in 
on Cork to win possession. 

The midfielder found King, who, in 
turn, punched his pass into Afobe. 

Mawson was undone by the weight 
of King’s delivery and lost his footing 
as he tried to readjust his body. 

Afobe capitalised on the space 
opening up in front of him to deliver 
a shot across Fabianski and in off the 
far post. 

As a response to having his first 
goal pinched off him, it was pretty 
impressive.

He is 
very positive but don’t take it like 
properly my words because if not 
four, it’s five to six weeks. But the 
good thing he is very positive. 

“If you are positive in your 
mind you can affect your injury 
positively.” 

Kane has been left out of Gareth 
Southgate’s England squad for 
next week’s matches against Lith¬ 
uania and Germany while Tot¬ 
tenham will have to do without 
their star striker against Saints 
on Sunday. 

They may also have to cope 
without their two first-choice full¬ 
backs at White Hart Lane, given

That wouldn’t be a bad way to go 
out, in front of 1,000 fans!” 

Looking back on his managerial 
career, Kemp’s biggest regret was 
that his stay at Dorchester didn’t 
work out. 

“I spent a long time working for 
that and I blew it,” he said.

GRAHAM Kemp will stand down 
as Bemerton Heath boss at the end 
of the season out of sheer frustra¬ 
tion that modern-day footballers 
are not committed enough. 

After 40 years in the game, Kemp 
- one of the most decorated players 
and dedicated managers in Wessex 
League history - has grown tired of 
listening to lame excuses. 

With a business to run and two 
young sons at home, the 52-year- 
old has enough on his plate with¬ 
out having to chase up players who 
seemingly have better things to do. 

Kemp said: “Me and others of my 
generation have passed up wed¬ 
dings and christenings for football, 
but now it’s the slightest excuse 
and they can’t play. 

“What with work and family, it’s 
getting a bit much, but I can com¬ 
mit to football if I get something 
back. But, if I’m honest, I don’t feel 
this generation repays that com¬ 
mitment. 

“I’ve had to call a game off this 
year because we didn’t have enough 
players and I was really embar¬ 
rassed. 

“We took some right stick for it 
and rightly so, but what do you 
do? We’ve got no reserves and our 
under-18s are mainly 16-year-olds 
playing in a friendly league. 

“When you turn up at games with 
only 12 or 13 players, you don’t feel 
like you’re competing on a level 
playing field. 

“I don’t want to become a bitter 
old man going on about it being 
better in my day, so I’ll just call it 
a day.” 

Part of the all-conquering 1990s 
Lymington side, Kemp feels privi¬ 
leged to have played when football 
really mattered. 

“I was looking at an old photo

of Lymington with Wayne Shaw 
standing next to me and Kevin 
Green there as well. 

“The year we went unbeaten

timely death has left a massive 
hole in the club emotionally, but 
particularly financially, and we 
are only now discovering the true 
financial input of Steve. 

“He was in no uncertain terms 
bankrolling the playing budget. 

“Firstly, I would like to thank 
our manager Craig Davis, his 
staff and the players for staying 
with us, despite the fact that they 
were informed at the beginning 
of February that there would be 
no money to pay them. 

“Their performances since 
Christmas have been fantastic 
and I am proud to be associated 
with them, so thank you boys. The 
players and manager have been 
fantastic and we have only lost 
one or two even though they have 
been told that they won’t be paid 


for the foreseeable future.” 

Fleet are a former Wessex 
League club, who won the title 
with 100 points in 1994/95. 

“The situation at the club is 
that we desperately need help 
both financially and by way of 
bodies to help on match days and 
to join the committee to help raise 
funds for the club,” Whittington 
explained.

Bid to secure 
future of 
sport on the 
Waterside 


HUNDREDS of enthusiasts 
have banded together 
and launched a new 
association in a bid to 
secure the future of sport 
on the Waterside. 

Holbury Community 
Sports Association aims to 
plug the gap left by the 
demise of Waterside 
Sports and Social Club, 
which collapsed last 
December amid claims it 
had debts of about 
£160,000, writes CHRIS 
YANDELL. 

The club was based at 
Long Lane, Holbury, and 
operated from a huge site 
owned by Esso, which runs 
Fawley refinery. 

Esso has given the new 
organisation a licence to 
use some of the same 
facilities in a move that 
has saved four sports 
clubs. 

John Church, one of the 
association’s four 
directors, said the latest 
developments would 
enable Waterside Bowls 
Club, Fawley Cricket Club, 
Fawley AFC and Waterside 
Tennis Club to continue. 

He added: “Fawley AFC 
played its first game on 
Saturday under the new 
structure. 

“Although there will be 
challenges ahead and a 
lot of work to be carried 
out improving facilities all 
four clubs are totally 
committed to working 
together to ensure there is 
a future for the sports in 
the community for years to 
come.” 

Brian Mainwaring, 
secretary of the bowls 
club, added: “The four 
sections got together and 
we’re thrilled to bits with 


the outcome. 

“If the association hadn’t 
been formed - and Esso 
hadn’t agreed to help - 
there would have been no 
bowls, cricket, tennis or 
football at the site. 

“We can’t do much about 
the main club but we have 
resurrected sport.” 

Other enthusiasts have 
taken to social media to 
voice their delight. Fawley 
Cricket Club tweeted: 
“Holbury CSA is up and 
running. Been a tough few 
months but exciting times 
ahead.” 

As reported in the Daily 
Echo, the social club 
closed in December with 
the loss of about 40 part- 
time jobs. 

A statement issued at 
the time said: “It is with 
great sadness that our 
wonderful club was forced 
to close its doors to our 
members and staff 
following the failure of a 
financial recovery plan. 

“To have continued 
under these 

circumstances would have 
meant we were breaking 
the law by trading whilst 
insolvent.” 

Members later launched 
a campaign to save the 
club, which had been at 
the heart of the local 
community for more than 
60 years. 

A statement issued by 
Esso earlier this year said: 
“We are sorry to learn that 
the Waterside Sports and 
Social Club has been 
forced to close due to 
financial difficulties. 

“We are investigating 
whether a viable 
alternative to the social 
club can be found.”

MATT Tubbs made his fourth 
goalscoring debut of the 2016/17 
season last weekend. 

Returning to Eastleigh, follow¬ 
ing an unsuccessful loan spell last 
year, the 32-year-old netted in a 2-0 
home win over Barrow. 

That brought the smiles back to 
everyone at the Spitfires as it was 
the club’s first home win since 
beating Torquay 137 days earlier. 

Tubbs started this season hav¬ 
ing joined Eastleigh’s National 
League rivals Forest Green Rov¬ 
ers after being released by Ports¬ 
mouth. 

After coming on as a sub on the 
opening day, Tubbs celebrated his 
first start - and his home debut - 
by netting against Sutton United. 

But the move quickly turned 
sour and after just nine league 
games - and two goals - he was 
sent on loan to divisional rivals 
Woking. 

There he took just 23 minutes to 
score on his debut - in a 3-3 draw 
against Ronnie Moore’s East¬ 
leigh. 

After three goals in six games 
for the Cards, Tubbs was back 
at Forest Green. There he played 
two more matches before mov¬ 
ing on again - this time to Paul 
Doswell’s Sutton on a permanent 
deal. 

Again, Tubbs made an instant 
impact - scoring on his debut as 
Sutton beat League 2 club Chel¬ 
tenham 2-1 in the FA Cup second 
round. 

Tubbs started both third round 
ties against another of his former 
clubs, AFC Wimbledon, but was 
an unused sub against both Leeds 
and Arsenal. 

He was to score twice in five 
league appearances for Sutton - 
the first goal coming against East¬ 
leigh on January 21. 

Again, that move didn’t work 
out and so Richard Hill jumped at 
the chance to bring Tubbs back to 
the Silverlake Stadium. 

That was despite Tubbs’ loan 
spell at the club in the second 
half of 2015/16 producing just 
two goals in 16 appearances. 

That was a poor return for a 
player who the previous season 
had finished as the leading scorer 
in League 2. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks 
back at Tubbs’ impressive career, 
where highlights included help¬ 
ing hometown club Salisbury 
City to back to back promotions 
and firing Crawley Town into the 
Football League. 

Tubbs was a youth team player 
at Cherries before joining the Bol¬ 
ton Wanderers under-23 squad in 
2001. 


Two years later he rejoined 
Cherries on non-contract terms, 
before dropping into non-League 
football with Dorchester Town 
In October 2003 he joined Salis¬ 
bury, where his career took off. 

2003/2004 

Finished as Salisbury’s top scor¬ 
er, with 21 goals in 41 appearances 


in the Southern League (Eastern 
Division) season. 

2004/2005 

Scored eight goals in 33 Isthmi¬ 
an Premier League appearances. 

2005/2006 

Scored 18 goals in 31 appearanc¬ 
es as Nick Holmes’ Salisbury won 


the Southern League Premier Di¬ 
vision title. 

2006/2007 

Tubbs blasted 26 goals in all 
competitions - including 18 in the 
league - as Salisbury won a sec¬ 
ond successive promotion. 

His final goal of the season was 
his late play-off winner against

Tubbs also hit the national 
headlines with Salisbury’s FA

At the time he was working as a 
lifeguard at Sandy Balls Holiday 


Centre out the outskirts of Ford- 
ingbridge. 

At the end of the season, he 
made his debut for the England 
non league team. 

2007/2008 

Scored his 100th goal for Salis¬ 
bury, again finishing as the club’s 
top league scorer with 16 goals. 


The Wiltshire club claimed a 
highly satisfactory 12th place in 
their debut season among the non 
league elite. 

2008/2009 

Returned to Bournemouth - 
then struggling towards the bot¬ 
tom of League 2 - on loan in No¬ 
vember 2008. Making his Football 


League debut, he scored once in 
eight games before returning 
to Salisbury. There his form in 
front of goal suffered, and he only 
scored three Conference Premier 
goals all season. 

2009/2010 

Tubbs began a remarkable 
three seasons of scoring by hit¬ 
ting 32 goals for Salisbury in all 
competitions. 

Twenty six of them came in the 
league, where he finished as the 
joint top scorer with York’s Rich¬ 
ard Brodie. 

Despite Salisbury again finish¬ 
ing in mid-table, the club are hit 
with a two division relegation af¬ 
ter entering administration a few 
months earlier. 

2010/2011 

After being relegated back to 
the Southern League, Salisbury 
are unable to keep their star 
striker. 

Conference Premier side Craw¬ 
ley snap him up for a club record 
£55,000 - a huge sum for a non 
league club. 

Tubbs easily repays that sum 
by enjoying a sensational debut 
season at the Sussex club. He 
belts 37 goals in only 41 league ap¬ 
pearances as Crawley romp to the 
Conference title, easily winning 
the league’s Golden Boot. 

There are three hat-tricks, 
against Altrincham, Wrexham 
and Rushden. 

He also scores six FA Cup goals 
as Crawley reach the fifth round 
of the FA Cup - the first non 
league side to reach that stage 
since Telford in the mid 1980s. 

Playing up front alongside his 
current Eastleigh colleague Craig 
McAllister, Tubbs scores the 
fourth round winner at Torquay. 
That sets Crawley up for a mas¬ 
sive last 16 tie at Old Trafford, 
where they only lose 1-0. 

In all, Tubbs hits 40 goals in 48 
league and cup appearances. 

2011/2012 

Returning to the Football 
League for the first time since his 
loan spell with Cherries, Tubbs 
carries on scoring. 

He nets 18 goals in 31 appear¬ 
ances - including FA Cup third 
and fourth round winners against 
Bristol City and Hull City. 

That last goal against the Tigers 
is his last for Crawley, as a few 
days later he returns to Bourne¬ 
mouth - yet again - in a perma¬ 
nent deal believed to be worth 
around £800,000. 

The Cherries are now upwardly 
mobile, and starting to spend big. 

Indeed, Tubbs becomes their re¬ 
cord signing - though in years to 
come the £800,000 fee will be shat¬ 
tered time and time again.

Crawley manager Steve Evans 
admits “shedding a tear” when 
he realises he cannot keep 
Tubbs from returning to Dean 
Court. 

Tubbs scores on his second 
Cherries debut, in a 2-0 home 
win over Exeter in February 
2012, but that is the only goal 
he manages for the rest of the 
season. 

2012/2013 

Scored just six goals in 31 
League 1 appearances - of 
which 25 were as a substitute as 
he was unable to dislodge Brett 
Pitman and Lewis Grabban as 
Cherries’ regular strike pair. 

2013- 2014 

With Cherries now in the 
Championship, Tubbs was totally 
out of Eddie Howe’s plans. As 
a result, he started the season 
on loan at League 1 Rotherham 
alongside his former Crawley 
boss Steve Evans. 

He managed just one goal in 
17 league games, though, before 
returning to Crawley on loan. 

Tubbs began where he left off 
at the Sussex club - by now in 
League 1 - with six goals in his 
first six league games. But he 
only managed two in his next 12 
appearances. 

2014- 2013 

Still firmly out of the picture at 
Cherries, Tubbs moved down to 
League 2 where he joined AFC 
Wimbledon on a season long 
loan. 

There he rediscovered his 
form, with 12 goals in 22 league 
games. 

Though Wimbledon were 
desperate to make the move 
permanent, they could not 
compete with Portsmouth’s 
bigger wealth and Tubbs moved 
to Fratton Park in January 2015. 

His last game for the Dons 
was live on BBC, against 
Liverpool in an FA Cup tie at 
Kingsmeadow. 

Tubbs scored nine goals 
for Pompey in 23 League 2 
appearances - including a hat- 
trick in a 6-2 win at Cambridge 
- and ended the season with 21 
league goals. 

That was enough to see 
him win the Golden Boot, 
scoring two more goals than 
Dagenham’s Jamie Cureton 
(who, like Tubbs, has played for 
Eastleigh this term). 

2015- 2016 

A change in management at 
Fratton, with Paul Cook arriving 
in the summer of 2015, heralded 
the end of Tubbs’ brief Fratton 
Park career. 

Though he scored a handful of 
games, he quickly lost his place 
and didn’t play at all between 
the end of October and the 
beginning of February when he 
joined Eastleigh on loan. 

It was quite a coup for the 
Spitfires, then managed by Chris 
Todd, to sign Tubbs. 

But the player only scored 
once in his first 15 games - a 
penalty against Chester - as the 
club missed out on the National 
League play-offs.

Saints' path to

IN times of plenty, it is worth re¬ 
membering when the cupboard 
was bare. 

That way, you get a better un¬ 
derstanding of how times have 
changed. 

So it is with Southampton Foot¬ 
ball Club’s financial muscle. 

Figures revealed this week 
showed Saints banked a record 
£124.2m for the year ending June 
30, 2016. 

That was up on the previous 
financial year’s £113.7m total, 
which itself had been a new re¬ 
cord. 

The sum that will fall into the 
club’s bank account when the 
next figures are released in 12 
months time will be another re¬ 
cord. 

And so it seemingly goes on, 
with ever more money pouring 
into the coffers of the elite clubs. 

The Premier League, totally 
recession-proof. 

Of course, it wasn’t always like 
this. Not at all. And certainly not 
at Southampton FC. 

Bear in mind, if you will, the 
events of April 12009. 

Not that long ago, really. Just 
under eight years. 

That was the day Southampton 
Leisure Holdings PLC - Saints’ 
parent company - went into ad¬ 
ministration. 

They did so after they had 
breached their £4m overdraft lim¬ 
it with Barclays Bank. 

And as the Echo reported at 
the time, the club had only just 
breached it - to the tune of around 
£ 110 , 000 . 

Still, that was sufficient for Bar¬ 
clays to pull the plug, sparking off 
a series of events resulted in the 
administrators being called in. 

All that upset, all that upheaval, 
all that uncertainty regarding 
Saints’ future in the summer of 
2009 ... and all because the club 
had breached an overdraft limit 
by £110,000. 

Compare that to today, where 
Saints and their Premier League 
rivals share the fruits of the larg¬ 
est television deals in football’s 
history. 

It’s fascinating to look back to 
a time not that long ago, and see 
just how the elite’s bank balances 
have become seriously bloated. 

Back in 1996/97 - a time when 
football in this country was on 
the up following the success of 
Euro 96, well a success by English 
standards anyway - Saints’ entire 
turnover was £6.3m. 

To put that into some kind 
of context, Newcastle had paid 
Blackburn £15m for ex-Saint Alan 
Shearer in the summer of 1996, 


making him the world’s most ex¬ 
pensive footballer. 

In 1997/98, Saints’ entire turno¬ 
ver rose to a record £14.8m. 

Television income in 1997/98 
was around £6m. 

Compare that to the financial 
year 2015/16, when Saints banked 
over £90m from television deals - 
including £29.4m from overseas 
deals and almost £22m from do¬ 


mestic deals. 

Matchday income in the 1997/98 
season was £4m, compared to 
£18.8m in 2015/16. 

Saints’ wage bill in 1997/98 was 
just £4.6m. In 2015/16 it was £74m - 
a rise of around £70m in 18 years. 
Some increase. 

In 1999 Saints’ turnover rose 
slightly to £15.6m and in 2000 it 
had risen again, to £20.8m. 


Within 16 years, they would 
earn over four times that much 
just from television income. 

Saints made a loss of £7.7m in 
first year following the Markus 
Liebherr takeover, 2009/10. 

Despite Saints being in the 
third division, they reported an 
increase in turnover to £14.281m - 
up from just £8.85m in 2008/09. 

You read that right. In the finan-

cial year to June 2009 - just seven 
years prior to the latest set of 
Saints accounts - the club’s entire 
turnover was under £9m. Now 
they routinely buy players for 
more than that sum. 

By 2012/13, with Saints back in 
the Premier League and access¬ 
ing the riches of ever greater 
television contracts, the club’s 
turnover had rocketed to £71.8m. 


That rose again in 2013/14 to 
£106.lm, and again to £113.7m in 
2014/15. 

From a turnover of £8.85m in 
2008/09 to one of £124.2m just sev¬ 
en years later! 

In terms of a percentage rise 
- around 1,400 per cent - that is a 
figure surely unequalled in world 
sport, certainly at elite level. 

Saints were delighted to an¬ 


nounce their commercial rev¬ 
enues had risen to £12m for the 
year ending June 30,2016. 

That was up from just over £10m 
in 2014/15. 

They are certainly going in the 
right direction, yet look at what 
they are up against. 

In the same 2015/16 financial pe¬ 
riod, Manchester United’s match- 
day income was £102m - compared 


to Saints’ £18.8m. 

But get this - while Saints’ com¬ 
mercial income was £12m, Unit¬ 
ed’s was £272.1m. 

And Saints should STILL have 
beaten them at Wembley last 
month! 

* 

The key figure contained in 
46 pages of Saints accounts this 
week was the £93.5m the club 
have invested in the playing 
squad since 2013/14. 

That season is significant for it 
being the last involving former 
executive chairman Nicola Cor- 
tese, who left in January 2014 af¬ 
ter a controversial spell in charge 
at St Mary’s. 

While Saints’ on-field fortunes 
only went one way during his 
time at the club, off the field he 
alienated many with his confron¬ 
tational attitude. 

Some fans still believe Saints 
would have kept hold of some of 
their crown jewels had Cortese 
remained at the club. That is hy¬ 
pothetical, but by listing recent 
spending in the accounts - in a 
way they have never previously 
done - they no doubt aim to show 
critics they have been investing 
in their playing squad. 

Despite the club’s three succes¬ 
sive top eight Premier League 
finishes, some fans still feel 
Saints have not spent all the vast 
amounts of money they have 
banked from selling star names. 

The accounts show a different 
story. 

Since 2013-14 season there has 
been a huge net spend. 

It continues over a period of 
four seasons, and includes the 
forecast for the current cam¬ 
paign. 

It shows Saints have brought 
in £175.lm in player sales during 
that time, and spent £220.2m in 
purchases. 

That is a net spend of £45.2m 

In additionm player wages have 
gone up a staggering £48.4m over 
the four seasons in question. 

It leaves the total investment at 
£93.5m. 

Chief executive Gareth Rogers 
told the Echo: “If you go back to 
the 13-14 season to the current 
day we have spent just over £40m 
more on players than we have 
taken in. 

“In addition to that the wage 
bill has gone up just under £50m 
since we came back to the Pre¬ 
mier League. 

“Overall you are looking at a 
£94m investment over a four year 
period. 

“Yes there is the common belief 
that we don’t invest. 

“I don’t agree with it and the fig¬ 
ures are audited, they are there, 
they go out into the accounts and 
people make their own minds up. 

“We are confident we are doing 
the right thing.”

Why Kane 



Harry Kane has scored 37 per 
cent of Tottenham’s 52 league 
goals this season. 

That statistic emphasises just 
how much Mauricio Pochettino 
will miss him against Saints at 
White Hart Lane this weekend. 

But Spurs do not rely on their 
leading marksman as much as 
any clubs. 

Entering this weekend’s round 
of games, Everton have relied on 
Romelu Lukaka - the top flight’s 
19-goal joint to scorer alongside 
Kane - for 40 per cent of their 
league goals. 

Manchester United have relied 
on Zlatan Ibrahimovic for 38 per 
cent of their goals. 

Sunderland, though, have relied 
on veteran Jermain Defoe for a 
huge 58 per cent of their strikes. 

The former England interna¬ 
tional has struck 14 times - and 
the Black Cats have only netted 24 
times in all. 

Good news for title favourites 
Chelsea is the fact that 17-goal top 
scorer Diego Costa has provided 
only 30 per cent of his side’s 57 
goals. 

• Harry Kane’s latest ankle in¬ 
jury could deny him his second 
successive Premier League Gold¬ 
en Boot. 

The Tottenham star won his 
first award in 2015/16, hitting 26 
goals to finish one ahead of Jamie 
Vardy and Sergio Aguero. 

He is currently level on 19 goals 
with Romelu Lukaku. But while 
the Belgian has scored his goals 
from 26 starts and one as a sub, 
Kane has only made 22 starts. 

Lukaku has scored a goal every 
125 minutes of league action, 
while Kane has netted every 100 
minutes. 

Only four players have ever won 
two successive Golden Boots - 
Alan Shearer, Thierry Henry, Mi¬ 
chael Owen and Robin van Persie. 

Shearer (95-97) and Henry (04- 
06) both won it three years run¬ 
ning, while Owen (98-99) shared 
his first boot with Dio Dublin. 

Van Persie is the only player to 
win it in successive seasons with 
different clubs - first with Arse¬ 
nal in 2011/12 and then with Man¬ 
chester United 12 months later. 

Alexis Sanchez and Diego Cos¬ 
ta are both breathing down the 
necks of the top two marksmen. 
They both have 17 league goals 
apiece - two more than Zlatan 
Ibrahimovic. 

Jermain Defoe (14), Dele Alii 
(13), Sadio Mane (12), Aguero (12) 
and Hazard (11) completed the top 
10 entering this weekend’s games. 

• Romelu Lukaku is aiming to 
become only the third Everton 
striker since 1939 to finish as the 
top flight’s leading marksman. 

The last Toffees ace to achieve 
the feat was Gary Lineker in 
1985/86, and prior to that it was 


Bob Latchford in 1977/78. 

Despite the rarity of Golden 
Boots at Goodison Park in post¬ 
war times, no club has provid¬ 
ed the First Division/Premier 
League top scorer more times. 

Everton players have topped 
the charts on 12 occasions - Dix¬ 
ie Dean (1928, 1932) and Tommy 
Lawton (1938, 1939) both doing it 
twice. 


Saints have provided the top 
scorer five times. 

Ron Davies achieved the feat 
twice - in his first two seasons at 
The Dell, in 1966/67 and 1967/68. 
In his debut campaign the Welsh¬ 
man blasted 37 goals - no player 
in top flight history has even 
equalled that number since, let 
alone beaten it. In his second sea¬ 
son, Davies struck 28 times - shar¬ 


ing the Golden Boot with George 
Best. 

Mick Channon was the top 
flight’s top scorer in 1973/74 with 
21 goals, even though Saints were 
relegated. 

Phil Boyer was top scorer in 
1979/80 with 23 goals, while Kevin 
Keegan netted 26 times in 1981/82 
- prior to making the shock call to 
drop down to the Second Division 
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crucial to Spurs

Christian Eriksen has provided 
10 assists in the league so far - the 
second highest in the top flight 
behind Swansea’s Gylfi Sigurds- 
son. 


Alexis Sanchez’s importance to 
Arsenal is underlined by the fact 
that, in addition to his 17 goals, he 
has also provided nine assists. 

Kevin De Bruyne also has nine 
assists - one more than Matt Phil¬ 
lips, one of the unsung heroes of 
West Bromwich Albion’s surprise 
top 10 placing. 

Ex-Saints skipper Adam Lal- 
lana is one of a handful of play¬ 


ers with seven assists - alongside 
Cesc Fabregas, Pedro and Ross 
Barkley. 

Saints’ highest assist providers 
are James Ward-Prowse and Du- 
san Tadic with four each. 

• FORMER Saints record sign¬ 
ing Gaston Ramirez is one of the 
most cautioned players in the 
Premier League this season. The 


Middlesbrough midfielder has 
been booked eight times in his 20 
appearances. 

Watford’s Jose Holebas is the 
most frequently cautioned player 
with 12 yellows - three more than 
West Brom’s Craig Dawson. A 
host of players join Ramirez on 
eight bookings - including Cher¬ 
ries midfielder Harry Arter, 
Crystal Palace’s ex-Saint Jason 
Puncheon and Liverpool’s Jordan 
Henderson. 

Oriol Romeu has picked up 
more bookings than any other 
Saint - just six. That is one less 
than his former St Mary’s col¬ 
league Victor Wanyama, who last 
season was sent off three times in 
the league for Saints. 

This season two players have 
been sent off twice - Manchester 
City’s Fernandinho and Granit 
Xhaka of Arsenal. 

• Zlatan Ibrahimovic is aver¬ 
aging 4.4 efforts on goal in his 25 
league games in 2016/17. 

Next best is Sergio Agiiero (4.2), 
Christian Eriksen (3.7), Alexis 
Sanchez (3.5), Paul Pogba (3.4), 

Philippe Coutinho (3.3) and 
Harry Kane (3.1). 

Nathan Redmond is top for 
Saints with an average of 2.5 ef¬ 
forts per game - the same as Tot¬ 
tenham’s Delle Alii. 

Eriksen has averaged providing 
three chances per game for his 
Tottenham colleagues this term. 

That is the highest figure among 
current Premier League players. 

The only higher figure this sea¬ 
son is former West Ham playmak- 
er Dimitri Payet, who averaged 
3.1 chances per game. 

Mesut Ozil and Kevin De 
Bruyne are both averaging 2.8. 

Highest Saint is Dusan Tadic, 
who is averaging exactly two 
chances per game - the same as 
Paul Pogba, Eden Hazard and Ja¬ 
son Puncheon. 

• Few players like a dribble 
more than Saints’ record signing 
Soufiane Boufal. 

The Moroccan international is 
averaging 3.1 dribbles per league 
game this term. Only three play¬ 
ers average more - Boro’s Adama 
Traore (5.3), Chelsea’s Eden Haz¬ 
ard (4.6) and Palace’s Wilfried 
Zaha (4). 

• Cherries defender Steve Cook 
has player every single minute of 
his side’s 28 league games. The 
only other outfield players with 
that ever-present record, after 
28 games, are Burnley pair Ben 
Mee and Michael Keane and West 
Brom’s Gareth McAuley. 

Ex-Saint Nathaniel Clyne has 
played every minute of Liver¬ 
pool’s 27 league games. That’s a 
record he shares with Boro’s Ben 
Gibson, Chelsea’s Cesar Azpili- 
cueta and Stoke’s Erik Pieters. 


Surprise 

Bournemouth boss Eddie 
Howe cannot understand 
why Jack Wilshere was left 
out of the England squad by 
new boss Gareth Southgate. 

Midfielder Wilshere, who 
is on a season loan from 
Arsenal, was not included 
in the 26-man line-up to face 
Germany and Lithuania, 
while West Brom’s Jake 
Livermore and Saints pair 
James Ward-Prowse and 
Nathan Redmond were 
handed unexpected call-ups. 

Howe feels the way the 
25-year-old has gone about 
producing consistent 
displays in the Premier 
League this season has 
answered some of his critics 
over fitness issues, and 
believes Wilshere would have 
proven a valuable addition 
for the Three Lions. 

“It is very difficult to put 
any other hat on than the 
Bournemouth hat, so am I 
surprised? Yes, because of 
the quality of the player Jack 
is, but I am not looking at 
the (England) squad in terms 
of who else there is to pick 
from,” Howe said. 

“I have been very

Everton could play hardball 
if they are unable to change 
the striker’s mind.

Lukaku’s camp want it to be 
£70million. 

Who would be 
interested? 

Who wouldn’t? Lukaku has 
established himself in the 
Premier League, albeit not at 
one of the very top clubs, and 
is only 23.

SAINTS seem to have struck 
lucky with the signing of Manolo 
Gabbiadini. 

The striker was aiming to score 
for the fifth Saints match running 
at White Hart Lane this weekend. 

Not all Italian strikers who have 
appeared in the Premier League 
have fared so well as Gabbiadini, 
though. 

In fact there have been some dis¬ 
astrous signings. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks 
back at some of them ... 

Gabriele Ambrosetti 

Signed from Vicenza in the sum¬ 
mer of 1999 for £3.5m, the striker 
only managed 16 league appear¬ 
ances in four years at Stamford 
Bridge - failing to score a single 
goal. His sole goal for the club 
came in a Champions League tie 
against Galatasary. He was twice 
loaned to Piacenza and once to 
former club Vicenza prior to join¬ 
ing Piacenza permanently in 2003. 

Rolando Bianchi 

The striker cost City £8.5m from 
Reggina in the summer of 2007, 
but after only four league goals in 
19 appearances was back in Italy 
the following January - joining 
Lazio on loan. A permanent move 
to AC Milan followed in the sum¬ 
mer of 2008. 

Nicola Ventola 

The former Inter Milan striker 
was a marquee signing for Crystal 
Palace when he arrived on trans¬ 
fer deadline day in August 2004. 
But his season was to be wrecked 
by injury, restricting him to just 
three appearances and one goal 
- that coming against Saints at 
Selhurst Park in the penultimate 
game of a season that ended with 
Palace relegated. 

Vincenzo Montella 

A prolific marksman for Roma, 
Montella arrived at Fulham on 
loan in the January 2007 transfer 
window. But he was to play only 
10 league games - scoring twice - 
and fell out of favour when Law- 
rie Sanchez was brought in to re¬ 
place the sacked Chris Coleman. 
The loan was terminated before it 
was due to finish. 

Pierluigi Casiraghi 

Another expensive flop at Chel¬ 
sea, who signed the player for 
£5.4m in May 1998 after prolific 
spells with Juventus and Lazio. 
Only made 10 league appear¬ 
ances in two seasons at Stamford 
Bridge, scoring once.

Bernardo Corradi 

Hands up who remembers Cor¬ 
radi? No, thought not. 

Signed from Valencia in the 
summer of 2006, he was sent off 
on his league debut - against Chel¬ 
sea - and didn’t score his first goal 
until his 13th appearance. In De¬ 
cember he was sent off again, for 


two bookings against Manchester 
United. In all, he only made 25 
league apprarances over two sea¬ 
sons and scored just three goals.

Corrado Grabbi Alberto Paloschi 


Blackburn splashed out £7.5m 
to sign the striker from Italian 
club Ternana in the summer of 
2001.

Became the first Italian to play 
in the Premier League when Not¬ 
tingham Forest boss Frank Clark 
splashed out £1.8m to sign him 
from Torino in May 1995. The 


move was a disaster, with the 
player failing to score in 12 

David Di Michele 

Signed on a season long loan 
from Torino in 2008/09, Di 
Michele initially impressed with 
two goals on his West Ham home 
debut against Newcastle. But 
that was as good as it got, and the 


striker left Upton Park having 
scored just four times in 30 league 
appearances (22 starts). 

Marco Borriello 

Possessing a relatively good re¬ 
cord for Genoa, Roma and Inter 
Milan, the striker arrived on loan 
at West Ham in the January 2014 
transfer window. He was to make 
only two sub appearances before 
suffering a calf injury and he nev¬ 
er played for the club again. 

Stefano Gioacchini 

Joined Coventry on loan in De¬ 
cember 1998, but only made three 
sub appearances that season. The 
move was made permanent in the 
summer of 1999 for £2m, but the 
player never appeared for the Sky 
Blues again. 

Dani Osvaldo 

Saving him until last, here’s 
possibly the worst value Italian 
striker ever to play in the Premier 
League. 

Saints shattered their club 
transfer record to sign the tem¬ 
peramental forward from Roma 
in August 2013 for a fee of around 
£15.7m. 

He was to score just three times 
in 13 league games - nine of which 
were starts - before he was sent 
back to Serie A in disgrace for 
headbutting skipper Jose Fonte 
in training. He never played for 
Saints again and eventually had 
his contract cancelled. 

But there have been some good 
Italian signings... 

Graziano Pelle 

One of Ronald Koeman’s first 
signings as Saints boss, for £8m 
in July 2014, Pelle was top league 
scorer with 12 goals in 38 games 
in his debut season. Scored 11 
more last season before a lucra¬ 
tive move to the Chinese Super 
League made him one of the best 
paid players in world football. Not 
bad for someone who had never 
played international football pri¬ 
or to signing for Southampton. 

Gianfranco Zola 

Signed for £4.5m in November 
1996, Zola won the Football Writ¬ 
ers Player of the Year award at 
the end of his first season in Eng¬ 
lish football. In his second season, 
1997/98, he helped Chelsea win 
the League Cup, the Cup Winners 
Cup and the Super Cup. In all, he 
struck 59 goals in 229 games in 
seven years at Stamford Bridge. 

Paolo Di Canio 

Scored 48 goals in 118 games for 
West Ham after Harry Redknapp 
paid £1.8m to sign him from Shef¬ 
field Wednesday in January 1999.

The player hadn’t appeared 
in a competitive game since 
being sent off for pushing 
referee Paul Alcock against 
Arsenal the previous 
September - a red card which 
saw him receive an 11-game 
suspension. Di Canio had 
struck 15 times in 41 Owls 
appearances after signing 
from Glasgow Celtic in 1997. 

Gianluca Vialli 

Arriving on a free transfer 
from Juventus in the summer 
of 1996, Vialli was to score 
21 times in 59 Chelsea 
appearances. He was 
appointed player manager 
in January 1999 after Ruud 
Gullit’s sacking, and won the 
League Cup and Cup Winners 
Cup in his first few months in 
charge. Retired from playing 
at end of the 1998/99 season 
and was sacked by Chelsea 
five games into the 2000/01 
campaign. 

Fabrizio Ravenelli 

Scored a hat-trick on 
his Premier League debut 
against Liverpool after joining 
Middlesbrough for £7m 
from European champions 
Juventus. Went on to net 
17 goals in a season which 
also saw Bryan Robson’s 



Boro reach the FA Cup final 
and the League Cup final, 
losing both. Boro were also 
relegated, and Ravenelli left 
after only one season to join 
Marseille. 

And here’s one who blew 
hot and cold ... 

Mario Balotelli 

Forever plagued by 
controversies after signing 
for Manchester City for £16m 
from Inter in the summer of 
2010. Was sent off four times 
in 2011/12, a season which 
ended with him winning a 
Premier League title winners 
medal. Despite scoring 20 
goals in 54 appearances, 
City’s frustrations with him 
eventually ran out and he 
was sent back to Italy to join 
AC Milan in January 2013. 
Returned to the Premier 
League in 2014/15 with 
Liverpool - after scoring 26 
goals in only 43 games for 
AC - but only managed one 
goal in 16 appearances. He 
returned to AC on loan for 
the 2015/16 season before 
joining Nice last summer. 


ECB chief: Why we need to shake up T20 


Tom Harrison, chief executive of 
the England and Wales Cricket 
Board, believes shaking up the 
domestic Twenty20 structure will 
ensure English cricket can con¬ 
trol its revenue streams. 

While interest in the NatWest 
T20 Blast rose last year, the cur¬ 
rent format is still viewed by 
many - including Hampshire 
chairman Rod Bransgrove = as a 
poor relation to the highly lucra¬ 
tive Indian Premier League or the 
Big Bash League in Australia. 

Harrison has arguably been 
pushing hardest to change that 


dynamic and a new eight-team 
tournament is in the pipeline for 
its inaugural staging in 2020. 

The competition has already 
caused some controversy as 
streamlining the number of 
participants could leave some 
counties out in the cold, but Har¬ 
rison hopes it can go a long way 
towards self-sustaining cricket in 
the country. 

Harrison outlined that the ECB 
is heavily reliant on interna¬ 
tional cricket - a market it cannot 
control and where Indian televi¬ 
sion audiences can generate large 


streams of income - and seeks to 
address the balance. 

“International cricket is com¬ 
ing under pressure with success¬ 
ful ICC events on the one side 
and domestic T20 leagues on the 
other,” Harrison said. 

“We are the outliers in this de¬ 
bate in that we rely on Test crick¬ 
et and international cricket for 
over 90 per cent of our revenue. 
We don’t control international 
cricket. We need to derive our rev¬ 
enue from something we control, 
and that something is domestic 
T20. 


“The game has been compla¬ 
cent about revenues from the 
Indian market. That’s dangerous 
and we’re about to find out how 
dangerous that is because it’s 
changing. English cricket can 
do an awful lot about plotting its 
own destiny but can do very little 
about how the Indian television 
viewers respond to its product. 

“W need to recognise that our 
business needs to be self-reliant.” 

Harrison also revealed he would 
be in favour of trialling four-day 
Tests in a bid to improve the for¬ 
mat’s popularity. 


Foxes' amazing 
journey goes on 



Leicester’s fairytale story took 
on a European dimension this 
week as they knocked out Sevilla 
to reach the Champions League 
quarter-finals. 

Here, the Sports Pink takes a 
look at five other clubs to have 
shaken up the Champions League. 

AP0EL: OF, 2011-12 

APOEL had to come through 
two qualifying rounds just to 
reach the group stages but they 
ended up in the quarter-finals fac¬ 
ing Cristiano Ronaldo and Jose 
Mourinho’s Real Madrid. The 
Cypriot side made the knock-out 
stage for the only time in their 
history following victories over 
Porto and Zenit St Petersburg 
before dumping out Lyon in the 
last 16. Madrid, however, finally 
proved a step too far as APOEL’s 
fairytale run ended in an 8-2 ag¬ 
gregate defeat. 

Porto: Champions, 
2003-04 

Porto were not so much min¬ 
nows, having won the European 
Cup in 1987, as sleeping giants, 
given they had only once gone 
past the quarter-finals of the con¬ 
tinent’s premier tournament in 
the 17 years since. Enter a young 
Mourinho, who raced down the 
touchline as his team knocked out 
Manchester United in the last 16, 
before beating Lyon, Deportivo 
and Monaco to win the title. They 
were the first club outside the 
four major leagues to do so since 
1993. 

Deportivo: SF, 2003-04 

Deportivo were powerless to 
prevent Porto’s progress but their 
run to the semi-finals was almost 
as surprising. The Spanish outfit 


upset Juventus in the last 16 but 
their zenith came in the quarter¬ 
finals against reigning champions 
AC Milan. They were thrashed 4-1 
in the first leg, with Kaka scoring 


twice at the San Siro, but pulled 
off a stunning turnaround in the 
second, winning 4-0 to go through 
5-4 on aggregate. It remains De¬ 
portivo’s only appearance in the

competition’s semi-finals. 

Bayer Leverkusen: 

Final, 2001-02 

Only once before in their his¬ 
tory had Leverkusen appeared 
in the knock-out stages of the 
Champions League or European 
Cup but in 2002, it took a fabu¬ 
lous Zinedine Zidane volley to 
stop them becoming champions. 
Leverkusen finished top of their 
group, ahead of Arsenal and 
Juventus, before seeing off two 
more English teams - Liverpool 
and Manchester United - en route 
to the final. There Real Madrid, 
and Zidane, showed their class in 
a 2-1 victory that finally brought 
Leverkusen’s brilliant tourna¬ 
ment to an end. 

Dynamo Kiev: SF, 
1998-99 

Kiev had not reached the last 
four of Europe’s premier club 
tournament since 1987 but - in¬ 
spired by the demon attacking 
duo of Andriy Shevchenko and 
Sergei Rebrov - the Ukrainian 
side ousted Arsenal to win Group 
E before inflicting a shock defeat 
over Real Madrid in the quarter¬ 
finals. Shevchenko scored twice 
in a 3-1 aggregate victory over 
Los Blancos but they lost to Bay¬ 
ern Munich in the semis and in 
the summer, Shevchenko left for 
AC Milan. 
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Dream is over

England’s winning run was finally 
brought to a close as their quest for 
consecutive Grand Slams ended in a 
13-9 defeat by Ireland at the Aviva Sta¬ 
dium. 

The reigning RBS 6 Nations cham¬ 
pions fell to a try by Iain Henderson 
and eight points from Johnny Sexton, 
denying them the 19th successive Test 
victory that would have eclipsed the 
record set by New Zealand last year. 

A frenetic but one-sided first half 
gave way to a more tense rain-swept 
second period and while the scoreline 
painted the picture of a close encoun¬ 
ter, Ireland were clear masters on a 
day when history beckoned for Eddie 
Jones’ men. 

England had been urged to embrace 
the occasion by Jones, who stated 
“greatness” would accompany the 
prize of back-to-back Grand Slams, 
but it was a rattled team that trailed 
10-3 at half-time. 

Possession read 75 per cent in Ire¬ 
land’s favour and visits to the home 
22 were rare and brief, and they were 
fortunate to trail only to Henderson’s 
converted try. 

It was a different England to the 
team that flattened Scotland 61-21 sev¬ 
en days earlier to claim a second suc¬ 
cessive Six Nations title with a round 
to spare, panic sweeping through 
their ranks as they succumbed to the 
pressure of the occasion. 

Once the exhilarating chaos of the 
first half had subsided, the champi¬ 
ons settled and at times they hinted at 
a revival that would propel them past 
the All Blacks’ milestone, but they 
never truly ignited as Jones endured 
his first loss since taking charge at 
Twickenham. 

Ireland saved their best perfor¬ 
mance of the tournament for its cli¬ 
max, overcoming the late withdrawal 
of Jamie Heaslip through injury and 
absence of half-back general Conor 
Murray to ambush the Grand Slam 
march at its final hurdle. 

It was a repeat of 2011 when Eng¬ 
land were denied at the same stage 
and the Dublin crowd was every bit as 
boisterous this time, especially dur¬ 
ing a final 10 minutes controlled by 
the green shirts. 

Kick off was delayed by five min¬ 
utes due to the 100-minute marathon 
staged between France and Wales in 
Paris, possibly causing the series of 
errors afflicting both teams once the 
Aviva Stadium showdown began. 

It made for an pulsating start as 
dropped passes, charged down kicks 


and turnovers turned the opening ex¬ 
changes into a lottery from which Ire¬ 
land emerged in credit when Sexton 
booted a penalty. 

Mike Brown prevented Keith Earls 
from scoring in the right corner fol¬ 
lowing a spell of Irish pressure, but 
the next attack was England’s and 
while they could make little meaning¬ 
ful headway Farrell was able to slot 
three points. 

Maro Itoje escaped with a warning 
from referee Jerome Garces after clat¬ 
tering high and late into Sexton, who 
then sent two kickable penalties into 
touch rather than going for goal, and 
that endeavour was rewarded when 
Henderson was at the end of a line-out 
drive. 

The ferocious pace continued as 
Elliot Daly almost escaped the Irish 


cover after gathering Farrell’s clever 
chip, but England were back on the de¬ 
fensive almost immediately. 

The champions were reeling with 
George Ford the next to be touched 
by panic, the fly-half sending a kick 
straight into touch to invite another 
assault from the home team, who were 
playing for the prize of Six Nations 
runners-up. 

Ireland were dominating in every 
department, but their 10-3 lead was a 
sub-par return given the amount of 
possession they had generated. 

The malaise continued into the sec¬ 
ond-half and even Billy Vunipola was 
afflicted when the big number eight - 
who was joined on the field by brother 
Mako after the interval - dropped the 
ball as he broke from the back of a 
scrum. 

Half an hour remained when Far¬ 
rell landed a long-range penalty and 
now there were tentative signs of an 
English revival, their pack finally 
starting to make an impression on the 
opposition. 

But there was no real momentum 
behind the fightback and a mighty 
roar greeted Sexton’s successful pen¬ 
alty on the wrong side of the 10 metre 
line. 

England’s bench had been all but 
emptied and the tension mounted as 
Farrell landed a third penalty, but 
Ireland closed out the remaining 
minutes with calm efficiency to deny 
Jones’ men the ultimate prize in Eu¬ 
ropean rugby.

Ferrari the ones 
to watch in 2017? 



Lewis Hamilton's Mercedes team have looked impressive in pre season testing. 


The new Formula One campaign 
gets under way next weekend 
when Melbourne’s Albert Park 
plays host to the season-opening 
Australian Grand Prix. 

The sport has undergone a radi¬ 
cal overhaul of its technical regu¬ 
lations over the winter in a bid to 
spice up the show, while reigning 
champion Nico Rosberg will not 
be on the grid to defend his title 
after he retired. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at 
the key questions ahead of what 
promises to be a scintillating year. 

So, what did we learn 
from pre-season tests? 

Mercedes are still very good. 
Ferrari may be even better. And 
McLaren are in crisis. Let’s start 
with the world champions. Lewis 
Hamilton is joined by Valtteri 
Bottas this season, and despite 
a new-look driver line-up, the 
team which has dominated For¬ 
mula One for the past three years, 
looked impressive in testing. They 
completed more mileage than 
any of their competitors - indeed 
they were the only team to break 
the 1,000-lap barrier - while they 
looked racy, too. But, and it could 
prove to be a big but, both Kimi 
Raikkonen and Sebastian Vettel 
posted quicker lap times for Fer¬ 
rari than either of the Mercedes 
pair and they also impressed with 
race-style simulations. Mean¬ 
while, McLaren’s miserable time 
with engine supplier Honda looks 
set to extend into a third year. The 
Honda engine is slow and desper¬ 
ately unreliable and there is every 
chance Fernando Alonso and new 
team-mate Stoffel Vandoorne will 
prop up the grid in Melbourne 
later this month. 

Can Ferrari take the 
challenge to Mercedes? 

There is a growing sense of be¬ 
lief emanating from the Italian 
team that this may be their year. 
Hamilton has already said that 
Ferrari will start the season as 
favourites - a prediction swiftly 
rejected by Vettel - but there can 
be no denying that they enjoyed 
a strong pre-season. The famous 
constructor spent much of 2016 in 
the doldrums and failed to regis¬ 
ter a single victory, but all of the 
signs from the two winter tests 
in Barcelona would suggest that 
they will head into the new cam¬ 
paign at least on a level footing 
with Mercedes, and if not margin¬ 
ally ahead. 

Are the cars different 
this year? 


This year’s cars are wider, lower 
and faster in a bid to make them 
look more aggressive and provide 
a greater physical and mental 
challenge for the drivers. Ham¬ 
ilton and Alonso, who have been 
critical of the sport in recent 
times, have given the new cars 
the thumbs up. The new technical 
regulations were introduced to 
spice up the show but it is feared 
that the increased downforce 
could lead to fewer overtakes dur¬ 
ing a race. 

Any other rule changes? 

Wet races will get under way 
from a standing start on the grid 
- even if a safety car is initially 
required - while a loophole which 
allowed teams to take advantage 
of the sport’s complicated engine 
rules has been closed. The calen¬ 
dar has also been reduced by one 
race to 20 following the financial 


collapse of the Nurburgring in 
Germany. 

How will FI change in 
the post-Bernie 
Ecclestone era? 

American giants Liberty Media 
are now in charge of the sport 
after it completed a £6.4billion 
purchase in January. Ecclestone, 
who governed Formula One for 
the last 40 years, was moved aside 
with American Chase Carey in¬ 
stalled as FI’s chairman and 
CEO. Former Ferrari chief Ross 
Brawn will look after the sporting 
side, with Sean Bratches, a for¬ 
mer ESPN executive, taking care 
of the commercial arm of the 
sport. The Concorde Agreement 
which runs until 2020 means the 
new owners are unlikely to make 
sweeping changes in the immedi¬ 
ate future, but they have already 
targeted an increased social me¬ 


dia presence - an area in which Ec¬ 
clestone was reluctant to improve 
- with teams and drivers now per¬ 
mitted to shoot short-form videos 
in the paddock and garages. 

Was Ecclestone the only 
big name to leave in 
the winter? 

No. McLaren will be without 
their long-standing chairman 
Ron Dennis after he was placed on 
gardening leave. Dennis has been 
replaced by American Zak Brown. 
While Jenson Button will not be 
on the grid for the first time in 17 
years after he retired. Meanwhile, 
James Allison, the highly-rated 
design guru, has joined Mercedes 
after Paddy Lowe was also placed 
on gardening leave. Lowe is set to 
join Williams. The sport will be 
without a defending champion 
for the first time since 1994 after 
Rosberg’s shock retirement.

PINK HAMPSHIRE CRICKET 


The Sheffield

FOLLOWING Mason Crane’s 
historic debut for New South 
Wales, the Sports Pink has delved 
into the Sheffield Shield archives 
to find other Englishmen who 
have played in Australia’s first- 
class competition 

NEW SOUTH WALES 

Mason Crane (2017) 

The Hampshire leg-spinner had 
been playing Sydney first-grade 
cricket, as the likes of Tony Greig, 
Mike Gatting, Andrew Strauss, 
Nassar Hussein and Kevin Piet- 
ersen have done in the past. 

But he became the first county 
player to represent NSW when he 
was selected to play South Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Crane responded by taking 2-50 
and 3-66 - the third-best haul of 
his career in first-class match - as 
South Australia were beaten by 
eight wickets. 

As well as being the state’s first 
Englishman since William Caffyn 
in the 1860s, he is the first over¬ 
seas player to represent NSW 
since Imran Khan took 28 wickets 
at 19.14 and made 267 runs at 26.7 
in six Sheffield Shield matches in 
1984/85. 

But Crane is not the first Hamp¬ 
shire player to represent New 
South Wales. 

West Indies legend Andy Rob¬ 
erts played two Sheffield Shield 
matches in 1976, midway through 
his five-year spell at Northlands 
Road. 

VICTORIA 

Darren Pattinson 

Made his England debut aged 29 
in 2008 - after playing only 11 first- 
class matches. 

Born in Grimsby, he moved to 
Melbourne as a six year-old but 
made 16 of his 21 first-class ap¬ 
pearances for Victoria after his 
solitary England appearance, tak¬ 
ing 59 wickets at 30.6 apiece. 

Alan Mullally (1990/91) 

Born in Southend, but brought 
up in Perth, Mullally played a sin¬ 
gle game for Victoria when he re¬ 
turned to Australia in 1990-91 

• When Victoria were the op¬ 
position for NSW’s first first-class 
match all their players were Eng¬ 
lish-born. 

But Jack Daniel (Leeds) and 
Paul Melville (South Shields, Dur¬ 
ham) are the only other English- 
born players to have represented 
Victoria since WWII, in 1948-50 
and 1977-78 respectively. 

QUEENSLAND 

Charlie Hemphrey (2015 - pre¬ 
sent) 

After failing to make the grade 



in county cricket (he was rejected 
by Kent, Derbyshire and Essex) 
Doncaster-born Hemphrey tried 
his luck in Australia and was the 
third-highest scorer in Queens¬ 
land grade cricket in 2013/14. 

He made his Queensland Bulls 
debut two years ago, earned a 
12-month contract after three 
games and became the first Eng¬ 
lish-born player to score a Shef¬ 
field Shield hundred since John 
Hampshire in 1978 when he made 
the first of his two first-class tons; 
118 against South Australia in 
March 2015. 

Ian Botham (1987/88) 


Beefy scored 646 runs at 34 and 
took 29 wickets at 27.75 as Queens¬ 
land’s first-ever overseas player 
in 1987/88. 

It was a stint that ended contro¬ 
versially. 

In the build up to the Sheffield 
Shield final against Western Aus¬ 
tralia, he was involved in a heated 
discussion amongst teammates 
including Allan Border on the 
flight to the WACA. 

A passenger who complained 
about his language also accused 
Botham of assaulting him. The 
England legend was arrested 
and then sacked after the final, 


which Queensland lost, and fined 
$300,000. 

Tom Graveney (1970/71) 

The England, Gloucestershire 
and Worcestershire legend made 
138 runs at 17.25 in seven Sheffield 
Shield matches during a stint as 
Queensland’s player-coach, when 
he was 43. 

Matt Renshaw (2015-present) 
Queensland’s most recent Eng¬ 
lish-born player is Australia’s lat¬ 
est batting star, who has scored 
479 Test runs at 53.22 since his 
November debut. Born in Mid¬ 
dlesbrough, the 20 year-old moved 
to New Zealand aged seven before 
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Shield 'Britons' 



his family arrived in Australia 
three years later. 

TASMANIA 

John Hampshire (1967/68, 
1978/79) 

An England internationals who 
won eight Test caps, he played for 
Tasmania under the captaincy 
of Lancashire legend Jack Sim¬ 
mons. Was a member of Tasma¬ 
nia’s 1978/79 Gillette Cup winning 
squad and scored 1079 first-class 
runs for the state at 46.91. Played 
for Yorkshire, Leicestershire and 
Derbyshire before becoming a 
first-class umpire. Died earlier 


this month, aged 76, after a long 
illness. 

Jack Simmons (1972-79) 

Played 19 first-class matches for 
his adopted state, all as captain. 

The Lancashire legend led Tas¬ 
mania into first-class status and 
the Sheffield Shield for the first 
time in 1977/78. 

Now 75, he has been chairman 
of Lancashire CCC since 1998 
and Chairman of Cricket for the 
England and Wales Cricket Board 
since January 2008. 

Alan Knott (1969-70) 

England wicketkeeping legend 
scored a two half-centuries in 


a four-match stint with Tasma¬ 
nia during a season playing club 
cricket alongside the father of 
Hampshire and Tasmania star 
George Bailey’s dad John. 

Roland Butcher (1982/83) 
Middlesex opener made 423 
runs at 24.88 in the Sheffield 
Shield, a year after becoming the 
first black player to play for Eng¬ 
land. 

Richard Ellison (1986/87) 

Kent seamer took 23 first-class 
wickets at 28.08 for Tasmania 
(and scored 279 runs at 25.36) a 
year after helping England win 
the 1985 Ashes. 


Neil Williams (1983/84) 

The former Middlesex and 
Essex seamer took 21 wickets 
at 33.19 in six Sheffield Shield 
matches. Played one Test. Died of 
pneumonia in 2006, aged 43. 

SOUTH AUSTRALIA 
Gladstone Small (1985/86) 

Took 37 Sheffield Shield wickets 
at 31.94 apiece a year before his 
man of the match performance in 
the fourth Ashes Test helped Mike 
Gatting’s 1986/87 England tourists 
reclaim the urn. SA’s first English 
player since their legendary all- 
rounder Jack Crawford (1909-14) 
• Adil Rashid has played T20 for 
South Australia but not Sheffield 
Shield. 

WESTERN AUSTRALIA 
Tony Lock (1962-71) 

The last few years of the legend¬ 
ary Surrey and England spinner’s 
first-class career were spent with 
Western Australia, for whom the 
slow left-armer took 302 wickets 
at 23.87. 

Became the first bowler since 
World War II to take 50 or more 
wickets in a Sheffield Shield sea¬ 
son. 

Died of cancer in Perth, aged 65, 
in 1995 after being cleared of alle¬ 
gations of sexual abuse. 

Peter Loader (1963) 

The former Surrey and Eng¬ 
land fast bowler played a solitary 
match for WA, his last first-class 
appearance, after emigrating to 
Perth, before taking up umpiring. 
Colin Milburn (1966-69) 

The Northants legend cored 
1,382 Sheffield Shield runs at 55.28, 
including 243 against Queensland 
at Brisbane in November 1968. 

Vic Marks (1986/87) 

Somerset’s off-spinning all- 
rounder helped WA to win the 
Sheffield Shield in his one season 
at the WACA, by taking 30 wick¬ 
ets at 31.83 and scoring 370 runs 
at 46.25, following a six-Test Eng¬ 
land career. 

Alan Mullally (1988-90) 

Born in Southend but brought 
up in Perth, ‘Spider’ took 26 Shef¬ 
field Shield wickets at 47.6 in 12 
matches for his home state before 
beginning his county career with 
the first of two spells at Hamp¬ 
shire, either side of winning two 
County Championship titles with 
Leicestershire. 

Martin McCague (1991-92) 
Ireland-born, Aussie-raised fast 
bowler took 32 Sheffield Shield 
wickets at 33.93 before his three 
Tests against Australia for Eng¬ 
land in 1993/94. 

Steven Herzberg (1992-94) 
Born in Surrey, the former 
Worcestershire, Kent and Som¬ 
erset player moved to Australia 
when he was nine and went on to 
play eight Sheffield Shield match¬ 
es, including two for Western 
Australia and six for Tasmania 


Carbs & Fidel

Michael Carberry made a 
half-century in his first innings 
since his cancer scare and Fi¬ 
del Edwards took a wicket with 
the first ball of his comeback 
against Nottinghamshire in 
Barbados. 

Carberry, who was diagnosed 
with cancer last July, shared 
an opening stand of 84 with 
Jimmy Adams before he was 
dismissed by Jake Libby for an 
80-ball 58 (nine fours, one six). 

Adams and Lewis McManus 
followed Carberry’s lead with 
half-centuries as Hampshire 
made 295-3 in reply to Notts’ 
279-3. 

Adams made 86 (209 balls, 
12 fours, one six) before retir¬ 
ing. He shared a fourth-wicket 
stand of 75 with McManus, 
who faced 118 balls for his un¬ 
beaten 76, which included 12 
fours.

Manus added an unbroken 78 
in 21 overs with Gareth Berg, 
whose 43-ball 39 not out fea¬ 
tured six fours.
